owod to the veterans, State Com­ 
mander JameR F. Collins of the Cali­ 
fornia Ainorican Legion came out with 
:i hot statnmont defining _the position 
of his organization.

"In thr list of names of actual op- 
iHini'iils of thl.i adjusted compensation 
program I have . found but an oc- 
CMSII. n;-l name of a man or woman 
whose activity since the war, in be­ 
half of the disabled, or in behalf of 
the best Interests of his community 
welfare obligations, justifies a position"" 
as spokesman for ex-service men or 
women," Commander Collins declared. 

"Tax reduction can be had without 
sacrificing the obligation and the good 
name of this nation to the great ma­ 
jority of its loyal citizens who served 
in uniform," Collins insists.

The first official statement of "the 
Lesion head said:

The adjusted compensation bill now 
pending before congress Is a measure 
that has been consistently supported 
by the national organization of the 
American Legion since its presenta­ 
tion.

The stand of the national or­ 
ganization has come from the ex­ 
pression of opinion of the vast ma­ 
jority of membership within the '18 
states. As a basic principle, the 
voice of the majority 'has always 
been recognized as the controlling 
factor in all our decisions.

The primary obligation of the 
American Legion, and the only justi­ 
fication of its existence, is the con­ 
tinuation of service for the United 
States In the upholding and defend­ 
ing of our constitution in peace-time 
as we did as members of the mlll- 
frry and naval establishment during 
war-time. With this obligation ever 
before us, it is our duty to view with 
careful consideration all suggestions 
we maki; to the public from the 
standpoint of the best interests of 
our country being served in the ulti­ 
mate result.

The adjusted compensation bill Is 
a measure sponsored by the American 
Legion of tho United States because 

s ti fundamental factor in main­ 
taining the good nojne of the United 
States with not only the citizens 
vho have been responsible for leader­ 
ship, but as well with the citizens 

who have been making the nation by 
their hard work under the leadership 
if those who by intelligent, energetic 

efforts, coupled with good fortune, 
have been placed in positions of

'authority both in individual lemlov- 
Htiip and in financial leadership.

It Is a known fact that between (in 
iiml 70 pur cent of the man power of 
America depend upon common labor 
and minor clerical work for a liveli­ 
hood. This percentage wan repre­ 
sented proportionately. In our war­ 
time establishments In uniform. Tlvw 
men and women are thr ones who 
need and are justified in expecting 
some assistance from the government 
in rehabilitating themselves, or in the 
extension of their prosperity In .peace­ 
time.

The American citizen who sets his 
personal gain before his obligation to 
care for the less fortunate in not 
justifying his right to the enjoyment 
of the privilege of the citizenship of 
America contemplated under the ideals 
embodied in the preamble of the con­ 
stitution of the United States.

The preamble nt the constitution 
of the American Legion is a reitera­ 
tion in more extended language of the 
principles and ideals enumerated in 
the preamble of the constitution of 
the United States, and as such places 
a second pledge of allegiance to a 
greater conscientiousness of citizen- 
ship upon the shoulders of the Legion 
members."

The question of tax reduction 
should not be confused with the 
question of the adjusted compensation 
bill, for the report as rendered by 
the secretary of the treasury in itself 
indicates that the adjusted compensa­ 
tion bill can .,be passed, administered 
and paid, without the necessity of 
maintaining the taxes as they are. 

The objection to the cash feature 
has been used as the principal stone 
to be thrown at the program. An 
honest interpretation of the bill will 
indicate that the. actual demand for 
cash would be a very small per­ 
centage of that set forth as antici­ 
pated by the secretary of the treasury 
n his report.

With but an occasional exception, 
the great mass of active, loyal citi­ 
zens who served honestly and faith­ 
fully in uniform, and who have served 
honestly and faithfully ai citizens in 
peace-time service to our country, 

hole-heartsdly endorse the program, 
principally because of a desire to see 
iustice done to those men and women 
of this nation who are the great mass 
of the citizens for a duty performed 
without requf-Bt for compensation, but 
Snr which an adjustment is duo and 
should have long ago been paid. The 
man or woman who would reduce by 
a few dollars the income tax, at the 
expense of this obligation, should 
take a grip on himself or herself, 
look into his or her consciousness of 
citizenship, and thank God and the 
prosperity of this country for the 
privilege of paying large income taxes.
